Psst... want 
toflyacar? 

The world’s most advanced flying ride 
works beautifully... even when it crashes! 



Here’s some good 
news for anyone who 
wants to buy a flying car: the 
most advanced vehicle of 
its type in the world, the 
AeroMobil 3.0, crashed 
during a test flight in May. 

Why’s that good 
news? Because its ballistic 
parachute system worked 
perfectly and nobody was 
injured, proving that the 
Slovakian-built engineering 
tour de force should ace the 


tough safety tests it needs 
to pass before it’s made 
available to Joe Public. 

The specs on this thing 
make for amazing reading. 

It’s powered by a four- 
cylinder engine madefor 
use in planes, which makes 
enough grunt tosling it 
through the air at up to 
200kmh, or along the ground 
at up to 160 clicks. Most of it is 
made from steel framework 
with carbon coating, making 


it extremely light and 
strong, and the craft can 
fly for 700km or drive for 
875km on asingletank. 

It’s not advisable to try 
taking off from a suburban 
cul-de-sac, though; the 
Aeromobil needs to hit 
130kmh over 250m or 
so before it’ll take off. 

But once it’s up in the air 
it can change the angle of its 
folding, insect-like wings, 
plus it packs advanced 


avionics, an autopilot, and 
that life-saving parachute 
system in case it all goes 
to hell mid-flight. 

The craft’s been in 
development sincel990, and 
while they’ve got to be very 
close to going public with it, 
there’s no word on when it’ll 
be released. You’ll need a 
pilot’s licence to fly one, but 
that’s a small price to pay for 
being able to cruise over 
peak-hour traffic.

Ten-engine beast won’t take you to the moon, but it still kicks serious arse 


When it comes to 
changing flight forever, 
no-one holds a candle to the 
super-nerds at NASA. And 
now the people who faked... 
sorry, pulled off the moon 
landing have tried their 
hand at making drones, 
with stunning results. 

The agency just showed 
off its GL-10 drone — the GL 
stands for Greased Lightning 


and the 10 refers to how 
many engines it has — and it’s 
so good it just might change 
unmanned aircraft forever. 

Its 3m wingspan holds 
eight of those power units, 
with the other two on the tail, 
letting it take off vertically 
like a helicopter, but carve 
through thesky like a plane. 

Planet-brained science 
types are getting extremely 


excited about where the 
drone could go from here. 

“It could be used for small 
package delivery or vertical 
takeoff and landing, long- 
endurance surveillance for 
agriculture, mapping and 
other applications,” said 
NASA aerospace engineer 
Bill Fredericks.

1968’s Night of the Living Dead 
he invented the concept of 
undead who are compelled to 
eat flesh and who can only be 
stopped if they’re shot in the 
head or decapitated. While 
this low-budget flick was 
filmed in black and white, it’s 
still stomach-churning today. 
Ten years on, Romero could 


afford colour when he made 
his sequel. Dawn of the Dead, 
and he employed Tom Savini, 
a make-up artist who’d seen 
real horrors in Vietnam. The 
resulting movie about people 
holing up in a mall besieged 
by zombies is a gore classic: 
heads are exploded by 
gunshots and, most 
memorably, a zombie’s
